rational Principle of Piety to God, and Bene- 
ficence to Man, For thoſe whom Sweft diſ- 
tinguiſhed, as having a ſuperior Claim to our 
Pity, it cannot be neceſſary to plead with

be ſet on Foot how far it is neceſſary, as no» 
thing but abſolute Neceflity ſhould induce the 
Houſe to veſt ſuch a Power in the Crown, 

Thus a Vote of Credit is always in Conſe- 


quence of an Application from Government, 


becauſe, in Times of War, and general Dis 
res, when alone ſuch Applications are made, 
Government only can perfectly know the 
Danger that is to be guarded againſt; and 
thus the Diſpoſal of Money, raiſed on a Vote 
of Credit, muſt always be left to the Diſcre- 
tion of Government, becauſe it is one of the 
Prerogatives of Government to direct how a 
War ſhall be conducted againſt our Enemies, 
and what Meaſures ſhall be taken for our own 


Defence, But how different is the Purport of _ 


the Clauſe now under Conſideration ? This 
Clauſe gives a Power over 100,000 J. upon 
an expreſs Condition, that the Duties granted 
for the Supply, hall fall ſhort, and expreſly 
appropriates that Sum to make good ſuch De- 
ficiency, This Clauſe, as it does not give 
the Sum of 100,009 J. with an unlimited 
Power as to the Ae neither does it 
give that Sum at the Requiſition of Govern- 
ment; the Money i is given to make good our 
own Engagements, and is, therefore, properly

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of our own Motion; nor does it follow, that, 
becauſe it is unaſked, it is unneceſſary, as has 
been inſinuated. Let me ſtate the Caſe more 
particularly, and beg that Gentlemen would 
diſpaſſionately conſider it. The Parliament 
firſt agrees to the Support of a certain Civil and 
Military Eſtabliſhment ; to the Payment, of 
Intereſt on a Loan after a certain Rate; and 
to expend no leſs than 96,000 /. in the Service 
of the Country; certain Duties are laid to 
ſupply the Sums neceſlary for theſe Purpoſes; 
it is found, upon a very exact and. diligent 
Calculation, that the Duties will fall ſhort ; 
but the Faith of Parliament is plighted to pro- 
vide for its own Appointments. Intereſt to 
the public Creditors muſt be paid ; the Civil 
and Military Eſtabliſhments muſt be ſup- 
ported, and the public Works, already begun, 
muſt be carried on. What then is to be 
done? We have but one Alternative. We 
muſt either lay on new Taxes, or we muſt 
enable the Crown to borrow now what we 
had enabled it to borrow | before, and what, 
not having wanted, it had not before borrow: 
ed. The laying on new Taxes, equivalent to 
the Deficiency, is not, ſurely, a deſirable Mea- 
ſure ; it would, in the firſt Place, | be extreme- 
ly difficult to lay chem on, and, in the next 
Place, 
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ceſſarily ſpend our Money laſt Years will ſpend 
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Place, ſtill more difficult to take. them off. 
No new Duties have been laid upon this 
Kingdam ſince the Near 1727, which is now 
near farty Vears agd; and do pgt ſet us be- 
gin to lay new Taxes now, in 2 mere Fit of 
Caprice, ſtanting qut of a plain Road, like a 
vicious Horſe at the wagging of a Straw, and 
running into a real and laſting Diſadvantage 
from a mere Phantom, a Bug- Bear, exiſting 
only in our ow Imaginations. What ſhould 
alarm us, if we judge like rational Beings, in 
appropriating a certain Sum to a certain Pur- 
paſe, for the Preſervation of National Credit, 

and the Prevention of ſu auneteg Taxes 
What ould perſuade us that the Sum thus 
appropriated will be miſapplied? What 
ſhould induce us to. think. thoſe unworthy to 
be truſted with Money, who have given us 
an Inſtance of Integtity and Oeconomy in the 
very Sum about which we are debating, which. 
is Part of / 409,000 J., that they have not

Debt, which we will ſuppoſe to'be then paid

the vely Vote of Credit, now in Queſtion, on 
which -others will be found, may itſelf be 
the Cauſe of our being in a worſe Situation 
than if it had never been granted. Su ppoſe 
a Demand ſhould be made for a certain Sum, 
by the King's Letter, will not ſuch Sum be 
paid out of the Treaſury?

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I heard a Witneſs aſked, whether he had not 
been ſixteen Years in Friendſhip with an bo- 
nourable Member of this Houſe, to which he 
anſwered in the Affirmative; but admitted 
that the Friendſhip had been broken ſome 
Time; now. this Particular not being inſert- 
ed in the Report, I think the Houſe cannot 
judge exactly what Credit ſhould be given to 
that Part of the Teſtimony of this Witnek, 
which affects the honourable Gentleman, 
But if all theſe Particulars were inſerted, and 
every Allegation againſt every particular Per- 
fon was fully elucidated and explained, I do 
not ſee what End it could anſwer. We have 
no concern with any Thing but the Facts by 
which the Law was actually broken, What 
were the Motives of the Inſurgents to break 
it, or whether any Act of Oppreſſion was, or 
was not- committed, is an Enquiry wholly 
foreign to the Buſineſs of this Committee, 
We have, in this Caſe,no diſcretionary Power; 
if the Crime alledged has been committed. the 
Law aſſigns the Puniſhment; we have no 
Power of lightening the Puniſhment, in con- 
ſequence of any Provocations which: may be 
ſuppoſed to alleviate the Crime. The Crime, 
as far as it can be judged of by this Houſe, 
 confiſts wholly and ſimply in breaking the 

Law, 
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Law, and the Breach of the Law is the fame; 

whatever was the Motiye to break it, If 
any of the Inſurgents ſuffered! Wrong, the 
Law had provided à Remedy; which they 
were free to take; they had no right to pro- 
jide a Remedy for themſelves z if a Man is 
legally convicted of a capital Crime, and ſen- 
tenced to die, the Proſecutor has no Right to 
take his Life; and he that ſhould ſtab him, 
though with a Halter about bis Neck, wauld 
be liable to puniſhment. The worſt Laws 
while they ſubſiſt, ought to be enforced, for 
bad Government is better than Anarchy; and 
if the People are permitted to diſpute with 
Government, whether the Laws ſhall be ex- 
ecuted or not; nothing but Anarchy can en- 
ſue: , However; in the preſent Caſe, it does 


not appear that any juſt Cauſe of er 
gave Colour to the Inſurrection in Queſtion. 
Complaint indeed was made of an opprefiive 
County Ceſs, but it does nat appear that the 
County Ceſs was oppreffive ; and Complaint 
was made of exorbitant and illegal Demands 
of the Clergy; but it does not appear that 
their Demands were either exorbitant or il- 
legal; however; as I faid before, this is no 
Part of our Enquiry ; the Proceedings of the, 
Inſurgents, have, without Controverſy, been

Think nothing can happen i in any Con- 
try that requires mare ſerious Canſidera- 
tion than the Inſurrections that have lately 
diſturbed, both the Southern and Northern 
Parts of the Kingdom: They have already 
been the Object of our Enquiry in a Commit- 
tee, but there, as has been obſerved before, 
they were conſidered as Breaches of the Law 
already paſt, and the Motives which urged 
the Offenders to commit the Crime, did not 
come properly under Conſideration, when a 
Crime already committed was the Object; 
but as it behoves us to prevent ſuch Inſurrec- 
tions for the future, and to provide ſome et- 
fectual Means for preventing the Miſchief 
which may follow if they ſhould happen, it 
is proper for us to conſider what gave Occa- 
fion to them, that by preventing ſuch Occaſi- 
f or 
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on we may ſtrike the Evil at its Root : It is 
alſo proper for us to enquire what Proviſion 
is already made by Government for quelling 
a riotous and rebellious Oppoſition to the 
Laws, and ſecuring the Property and Life of 
thoſe who are under their Protection. Now, 
dir, as to the firſt Object of our Enquiry, it 
does not appear that any previous Breach of 
the Laws, or any oppreſſive Abuſe of them, 
in thoſe who were the Object of theſe Inſur- 
tections, gave Colour to them; but that they 
roſe from a cauſeleſs Offence taken againſt the 
Laws themſelves, and were encouraged by a 
Notion, that the civil Magiſtracy was nat in- 
veſted with a legal Power ſufficient to quell 
them, and diſappoint their Deſign, which was 
no other than to render the Law ineffeſtual by 
forcibly preventing its Execution. Now, Sir, 
as the Oppoſition of theſe Inſurgents againſt 
the Law is cauſeleſs, we cannot remove the 
Occaſion of their Irregularities by an Altera+ 
tion of the Law ; all that we have to do is to 
take away the Encouragement which they 
derive from a Want of Power in the Magiſ- 

tracy, and ſo prevent them from attempting 
to put their Purpoſe in Execution, by ſhew- 
ing them that it is | impoſſible. By this 
Meaſure, Sir, we ſhall alſo prevent the Miſj- 

chief 
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chief of the Attempt, even if it ſhould be 
made. Their Notion that the Powet of the 
civil Magiſtracy of the Country is defective, 
has but too much Foundation in Truth, as 
will appear upon a Compariſon of our Police 
with that of a Siſter Kingdom. The Spirit 
of Liberty is thete as high and as bold as in 
any Country upon Earth, and yet the ſame 
Cauſes which have produced InſurreQions 
bordering on Rebellion Here, have produced 
no ſuch Miſchief there. This is owing en- 
tirely to the Power of the Magiſtracy, and the 
Reſpect which Power always inſpires. In 
Great Britain, Magiſtrates, and'thoſe in Au- 
thority under them, had a Power ſufficierit to 
anſwer the Purpoſes of civil Government re- 
gularly and legally veſted in them, before the 
Norman Conqueſt, and this Power the Con- 
queror thought fit to continue and eſtabliſh; 
but it does not appear that any ſuch Power 
has been eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom, from 
the earlieſt Times to the preſent. The Clan- 
ſhips, as they have been called, and the De- 
pendance of the lower Claſſes of the People, 
upon their Chiefs; or Heads, was the principal 
Source of their Obedience to the Law, and 
when that Dependance ceaſed, they were 


conſcious to no other Subordination, | and 
thers- 
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therefore were diſpoſed to be obedient no lon- 
ger. At this very Time the Magiſtrate, how- 
ever vigilant and faithful in the Diſcharge of 
his Duty, and however deſirous to chetk any 
tumultuous Oppoſition to Government, has 
no Power to compel proper Aſſiſtance. The 
| Perſons that ought, on ſuch. Occafions, to aſ- 
ſit the. Magiſtrate, are the head Conſtable; 
and the petty Conſtables. But, at preſent, 
the head Conſtable of the Barony is aꝑpoint- 
ed by Rotation, without the. leaſt Attention to 
his Ability, Situation, Character, or Circum- 
ſtances ; ſo that having often nothing to' loſe, 
he has nothing to fear, and becomes negligent 
of his Duty merely becauſe he knows he can- 
not be puniſhed for ſuch Neglect; ſo that 
Deficiencies frequently happen, either from lis 
Negligence, or his Diſhoneſty, in the public 
Ceſſes of the Barony, which he is intruſted to 
levy, and theſe Deficiencies, however ſmall, 
he is frequently wholly unable to make good. 
Such are the head Conſtables; as to the Pet- 
ty Conſtables, they are appointed from the 
very loweſt of the People, and are indiffer- 
ently of all Perſuaſions and all Characters; 
but if they were what they ought to be, with 
Reſpect to their Qualifications, they are not 
ſufficient in N umber ar e to aſſiſt the 

Ma- 
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Magiftrate in quelling a popular Inſutrection. 
The Juſtice of Peace, under theſe Circum- 
ſtances, is a mere Cypher, and the Quiet and 
Security of the Country muſt depend wholly 
upon a military Force; a Force that is wholly 
unconſtitutional, and that we are loaded with 
heavy Taxes to maintain. If our Police was 
to be properly ſupported by the civil Power, 
thoſe wo ſecured. our Rights from Violation 
would alſo contribute, by their Induſtry, to 
the public Stock ; but the mercenary Soldier 
contributes nothing; he is a mere Excreſcence 
of the State, and can flouriſh only by its 
Weakneſs; He has not a common Intereſt 
with his fellow Subje&s, and would as wil- 
lingly ſubvert the Conſtitution. as ſupport it. 
The military Power is, indeed, fo odious, 
that the Exertion of it will ſow the Seeds of 
that very Contumacy, and Oppreflion, which 
it is employed to quell; and I, therefore, pro- 
poſe to bring in Heads of a Bill to extend and 
increaſe the Power of the Civil Magiſtrate, 
and alſo to increaſe the Number of Conſtables, 
who ſhall be abſolutely under his Direction: 
I propoſe, that a Return ſhould be made of the 
Number of Families in each Pariſh, and that 
for every fifty Families a Conſtable and two 
RO ſhould be appointed, and that ſuch
